Money Appropriated for the Triangular 
Strip on Lindell Boulevard. 

The House of Delegates last. night passed 
the ordinance appropriating $50,000 for the 
triangular strip of ground facing on Lindell, 
Vandeventer and McPherson avenues. An 
ordinance condemning this strip for street 
purposes was passed and approved 
by the Mayor on July 26, 
1892, and the present one was 
introduced by the City Counselor to compen- 
sate the property owners.

A Sentiment Favoring Cheaper Fares 
Growing Among Railroad Men. 

New York, June 14.—A proposition to make 
a half-fare rate for special excursions to tlie 
World’s Fair will be laid. before the general 
passenger agents of the Trunk Line Associa- 
tion at their meeting in this city next Tues- 
day. The sentiment in favor of cheaper 
rates to enable persens of moderate means to 
see the great Fair in Chicago is quite general 


among the-Eastern railway men. The action 
of the Central Traffic Association in author- 
izing a half-fare ticket from points within 
its territory to Chicago and return, meets 
with much favor. Following is the language 
of the resolution adopted by the Central 
Traffic roads a few days ago: 

That special train excursions, which shall consist 
of coaches only, be run and alternated to Chicago 
and return by the various lines in interest from 
common points in the territory of the Central Traffic 
Association at arate per capita not less tyan one 
fare based on the highest rate for limited tickets by 
the route traveled. The tickets of a special form 
shall be used on all such trains, which shall also be 
Printed, goed for continuous ge to Chicago 
only on such special trains and to continuous return 
passage on such special trains or eoaches attached 
to any regular train for a riod not exceeding «a 
limit of four days, including date of sale. Such 
tickets shall net be good in parior or sleeping cars 
in either direction. The foregoing shall take effect 
after the necessary details are — maggie I agreed 
upon, but not earlier from starting points than 
June 24. 

This arrangement applies only to points 
west of Pittsburg, Wheeling, Buffalo and 
Salamanca. Itrests with the members of

which met at the World's Fair this k, 
Mrs, Potter Palmer remarked: „We

scientific era, in which it will be sought to 
prevent distress and wrongs rather than to 
relieve them. 

It is doubtful if any words will be spoken 
during the proceedings of the congress 
more pithily suggestive of the real problem 
of philanthropy in its broadest sense than 
these. How to felieve distress is an im- 
portant question, but how to prevent con- 
ditions which produce it is far more fm- 
portant. The one relates to the tempo- 
rary ameloration of effects and the other to 
the permanent removal of causes. 

Thecomplaint is frequently made that 
pauperism seems to grow on charity. Ina 
measure this is true, but the greater 
truth is that the common methods of char- 
ity do not touch the conditions creating 
pauperism, the needs of which. are con- 
stantly renewed with increasing demands. 
The duty of alleviating distress is 1mpera- 
tive and the best means to this end must 
be devised, but as Mrs. Palmer suggests 
the true aim of. scientific philanthropy 
should be to abolish the wrongs and re- 
move the producing causés. 

This ultimate problem of philanthropy 
enters largely into practical statesmanship 
and practical politics. Itrelates to wealth 
production and distribution and deals 
with the principles underlying social and 
industrial conditions, It ts the greatest 
problem of this or any age and ite scientific 
solution demands the best thought, not 
only of philanthropic 9 but ot all 
mankind.
